Many  current  students 
are  attending  lenoir- 
rhyne  for  no  more  than 
state  university  tuition 
and  fees  because  of  the 
way  their  financial  aid 
package  worked  out. 


No  doubt  you  have  seen  one  or  more  of  the  recent  high-profile  articles 
about  the  high  cost  of  college  tuition.  There  have  been  cover  stories 
in  all  the  major  news  magazines  and  in  national  newspapers.  A  good 
example  is  the  April  29  cover  story  in  Newsweek  that  touted  "$1,000  a 
Week:  The  Scary  Cost  of  College." 

Most  of  what  is  contained  in  these  articles  is  correct  information,  and 
the  discussion  they  engender  can  be  very  helpful  to  all  of  us  concerned 
about  access  to  higher  education.  Yet  the  tone  and  general  approach  of 
almost  all  of  them  can  do  and  has  done  great  damage  to  colleges  like 
Lenoir- Rhyne. 

My  objection  is  primarily  to  the  articles'  blanket  treatment  of  all  colleges 
as  if  they  were  the  same  and  then  their  use  of  the  "sticker  price"  of  the  most 
selective  and  most  expensive  colleges  as  the  example. 

This  approach  would  be  akin  to  an  article  headed  "$1,000  a  Week  for  a 
Year:  The  Scary  Cost  of  a  New  Car"  which  used  several  high-end  luxury 
cars  like  Mercedes,  BMW  and  Lexus  as  the  sample. 

Because  most  people  have  direct  and  ongoing  experience  with  buying  a 
new  car  every  few  years,  they  would  know  that  there  are  cars  that  cost 
much  less  and  that  the  sticker  price  is  not  what  people  actually  pay  in  most 
cases.  That  is  not  the  case  with  college  tuition,  however.  Most  people  have 
little  direct  experience  with  actual  costs  and  trust  the  word  of  these  news 
story  writers. 

One  negative  effect  on  Lenoir- Rhyne  College  and  others  like  us  is  that 
many  potential  students  either  never  apply  to  the  college  or  never  apply  for 
financial  aid  because  they  are  convinced  they  could  never  afford  to  attend. 
They  may  go  to  other  colleges  —  usually  state-supported  schools  — 
because  they  never  know  they  have  a  choice. 

In  fact,  90%  of  our  students  get  some  form  of  financial  aid.  In  fact,  many 
current  students  are  attending  Lenoir-Rhyne  for  no  more  than  state 
university  tuition  and  fees  because  of  the  way  their  financial  aid  package 
worked  out.  In  fact,  almost  every  student's  case  is  unique,  and  costs  cannot 
be  estimated  without  the  help  of  the  financial  aid  office. 

While  for  most  students  the  cost  of  studying  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  will  be 
more  than  at  a  state  school,  it  may  be  well  within  their  means.  And  we  are 
convinced  the  value  is  greater  and  the  quality  of  the  education  worth  the 
difference. 

In  any  case,  potential  students  will  not  be  able  to  make  the  comparison 
or  the  choice  if  they  do  not  apply  for  and  review  a  full  financial  aid  package 
before  they  decide.  If  you  know  of  potential  L-R  students,  encourage  them 
not  to  make  any  assumption  about  the  affordabiUty  of  education  here 
without  applying  for  financial  aid.  You  will  be  doing  the  student  and  the 
college  a  favor.  Thanks!

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Final  chapter  for  Cline  Gym 


Its  not  easy  to  say  good-bye.  At  least  it 
wasn't  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who, 
after  much  deUberation,  finally  voted 
Aug.  23  to  tear  down  Cline  Gym. 

A  study  by  architectural  engineers  earlier 
this  year  showed  that  the  building  had 
deteriorated  to  the  point  that  it  should  be 
closed. 

'Tn  light  of  the  infonnation  we  had  from 
engineers  and  consultants,  the  Board  agreed 
unanimously  that  it  was  not  in  the  best 
interests  of  stewardship  to  renovate  the 
building,"  said  President  Ryan  LaHurd.  The 
cost  to  repair  it  would  run  into  the  millions, 
possibly  as  much  as  $5  million. 

"Even  if  we  had  the  money  earmarked  to 
spend  on  such  a  project,  it  wouldn't  be  a 
wise  use  of  resources,"  he  added.  Structural 
flaws  in  Cline  plus  its  size  and  location 
render  it  of  limited  value  to  future  needs  of 
the  college,  he  said.  Renovations  would 


Thomas  E.  Goodin  IV 

Lifesaver  applauded 

Thomas  E.  Goodin  IV,  a  senior  nursing 
major  from  Conover,  was  recognized  in 
September  by  the  Town  of  Long  View  for 
saving  a  girl  who  nearly  drowned  at  the 
Long  View  Recreation  Center  pool  July  4. 
Goodin,  27,  was  pool  manager  during 
the  summer  break.  When  the  lifeguards 
noticed  the  9-year-old  at  the  bottom  of  the 
pool,  Goodin  came  running.  Assisted  by  a 
lifeguard,  Goodin  administered  CPR  to  the 
dying  girl  for  10  minutes.  When  he  first 
responded,  the  child  had  no  respiration  or 
pulse. 

"My  education  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  made  the 
difference.

"It's  great  to  feel  like  you've  done  something 
worthwhile." 


have  required  complete  gutting  of  the 
building,  leaving  a  soft  brick  shell  which 
would  require  extensive  fortification,  if  not 
total  rebuilding. 

Skip  Duhlstine,  vice  president  for 
administration  and  finance,  pointed  out 
that  though  the  building  has  sentimental 
value  for  alumni  and  others,  there  is  little 
salvageable  from  the  building  because  of  its 
poor  condition. 

He  pointed  out,  however,  that  plans  are 
in  process  for  a  new  building  to  house 
theatre,  art  and  worship  space. 

Demolition  of  the  73-year-old  structure 
will  likely  take  place  this  fall.  Some  sort  of 
memorial  to  the  old  gym  is  under 
consideration. 

The  gym,  named  for  L-R  founder  the  Rev. 
William  P  Cline,  also  once  housed  men's 
dorms,  the  music  department,  offices  and 
class  space.  It  was  named  for  Cline,  whose

"I  wish  it  had  been  feasible  to  save  the 
Cline  Gym  as  it  was  to  save  the  Cline

Halogen  lamps  banned 


In  the  wake  of  the  May  5  fire  at 
Morgan  Residence  Hall,  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  has  banned  high-intensity 
desk  lamps  and  bright  halogen 
torchiere  lamps  on  campus. 

The  college  joins  a  growing 
number  of  institutions  to  ban  the 
lamps  in  their  residence  halls.  The 
fire,  which  caused  about  $125,000 
damage  to  the  freshman  men's  hall, 
was  caused  by  a  high-intensity  lamp 
coming  in  contact  with  a  wall 
hanging.  Fortunately,  no  one  was 
injured  in  the  blaze. 

"This  regulation  covers  any  lamp 
that's  'high  intensity,'"  said  Don 
Miller,  director  of  housing  sevices/ 
residence  life/student  activities.  "They 
all  produce  heat  in  the  range  of  400 


to  500  degrees  relatively  quickly  I've 
seen  them  melt  plastic  within  a  few 
minutes."

Memorial  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  and 
earned  her  diploma  in  1950.  Her  nursing  pin 
reflects  her  professional  philosophy:  God  and 
humanity.  "1  still  put  those  first,"  she  says. 

In  1950,  there  were  no  nurses  aides,  no 
computerized  board  exams  —  and  no  vaccine  for 
polio,  a  disease  that  was  much  feared. 

"1  never  worked  with  the  communicable  area, 
but  1  do  remember  seeing  the  iron  lungs  and  the 
hydroculators  back  then."  Lewis'  first  love  was  the 
OR  (operating  room),  where  she  worked  in  both 
Wilmington  and  later  at  Charlottesville,  Va.,  where 
she  met  her  husband,  Patrick.  The  Lewises 
eventually  had  two  children  and  Edna  continued 
her  career,  entering  the  student  health  field  at 
Washington  &  Lee  University. 

She  found  she  liked  working  with  young  people, 
being  part  of  a  college  community.  When  the  family 
moved  to  Hickory  in  1964,  she  eventually  took  a 
part-time  job  as  campus  nurse  and  didn't  work  full- 
time  here  until  1985.  Widowed  by  that  time,  Lewis 
came  to  campus  knowing  she  could  fulfill  two  needs: 
housing  and  education.  She  and  her  son,  Michie 
Lewis  '93  moved  into  Student  Health.  She  finished 
her  BSN  in  1988. 

"Until  last  year,  1  was  located  next  to  a  frat  house, 
which  did  liven  things  up.  You  might  say  I've  really 
been  there  for  the  students."  She  laughs  now  about 
the  general  rowdiness  that's  part  of  campus  life,  but 
in  a  reflecting  tone,  adds,  "As  a  community,  we've 
been  fortunate.  We've  picked  up  on  problems  before 
they  became  serious." 

Her  greatest  reward?  "Students  have  trusted  me 
and  respected  me.  That's  made  it  all  worthwhile."

Dr.  Russell  Boggs  reflects  on 


A  life 

wMi  a  calling

Tl  he  Rev.  Dr.  Russell  Boggs  has  been  a  parish  pastor, 
a  rural  missionary  and  a  chaplain  to  generals  and 
enlisted  men.  He's  known  people  and  places  who 
helped  shape  this  century:  Gen.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower, 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  and  Vietnam. 

Yet,  if  you  ask  him  what  shaped  his  life,  he  will  tell  you 
two  things:  picking  blackberries  and  waiting  tables.  Really. 

As  a  boy  growing  up  in  Claremont,  he  picked 
blackberries  along  country  roads  with  Maggie  Kennedy, 
who  worked  in  the  Boggs  household.  The  African-American 
woman  had 
little  schooling, 
but  her 
philosophy  on 
life  had  much 
influence  on 
Boggs  as  they 
plucked  berries 
under  the 
summer  sun. 

"She  taught 
me  that  it 
didn't  matter 
the  color  of 
your  skin. 
We've  all  got 

red  blood  underneath.  This  lady  knew  what  justice  was  and 
she  had  so  much  wisdom.  'We're  all  God's  kids,'  she  used  to 
say." 

Boggs'  experience  with  Lenoir- Rhyne  began  in  1940 
when  he  turned  down  a  chance  to  become  an  apprentice  for 
MGM  Studios  to  come  to  study  for  the  ministry.  The  latter, 
he  insists,  was  a  choice  made  years  before  as  a  child 
attending  Mt.  Calvary  Lutheran  Church. 

"Times  were  tough  back  then  and  we  didn't  think  we 
could  afford  the  $150  tuition  to  send  me  to  college,  but 
my  father  said,  'No  son  of  mine  is  going  off  to  California.' 
So,  we  went  to  see  President  E  E.  Monroe."  The  deal  was 
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Boggs  as  pastor  (left)  and  as  Col.  Boggs,  U.S.  Army 
chaplain. 


made  —  a  50  percent  discount  for  being  a  pre-theology 
student  and  a  part-time  job  in  the  dining  hall. 

Finer  things 

"Working  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  is  why  I  was  so  comfortable 
with  a  military  career,"  Boggs  explains.  "Education  is  much 
more  than  book  learning.  To  learn  to  live  a  gracious  life 
through  example,  discipline  and  practice.  At  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
I  learned  how  to  seat  people,  how  to  pass  food,  to  dress  for 
an  evening  meal  and  to  carry  on  a  good  conversation. 

Those  are  the  skills  so  many  are  lacking  today,"  he 
believes. 

When  it  comes  to  listing  mentors,  the  names 
come  easy:  Luther  Stirewalt,  Dr.  Frank  Cauble, 
Dr.  Grover  Morgan.  All  had  time  for  students  and 
were  willing  to  pass  along  what  they  had  learned 
both  inside  and  outside  the  classroom. 

"I  never  had  a  bad  day  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,"  Boggs 
says.  He  didn't  have  a  dull  one,  either.  He  was 
business  manager  of  The  Lcnoiv-Rhynean  and  the 
Hacawa,  secretary  for  his  fraternity,  vice  president 
of  his  forensic  fraternity  and  a  member  of  the 
journalism  fraternity. 

Perhaps  his  love  for  L-R  was  due  in  part  to  the 
fact  that  his  childhood  sweetheart,  Mary  Cloninger, 
took  the  one-year  commercial  course  on  campus. 
The  couple  was  married  over  Christmas  break  in 
1944,  when  Boggs  assumed  he  would  soon  graduate  and  be 
in  the  Army. 

God,  however,  had  other  plans,  Boggs  says.  The  N.C. 
Synod  president  approached  him  and  fellow  students  Phil 
Wahlberg  and  Stafford  Swing  about  attending  Lutheran 
Theological  Southern  Seminary.  The  war  years  had  not  been 
kind  and  without  them  and  two  others  as  incoming 
students,  the  Columbia  seminary  would  have  to  close.  All 
soon  agreed,  and  Boggs  went  on  to  finish  his  divinity  degree 
in  1946. 

Skipping  over  the  military,  though,  troubled  him.  "I'm  a 
patriotic  guy  and  I  knew  others  had  fought  and  I  had  not. 
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That  bothered  me."  Becoming  a  chaplain,  he 
knew,  required  at  least  three  years  in  ministry, 
so  the  next  few  years  saw  him  and  Mary  raising 
their  two  children  in  parsonages.  By  1953,  they 
were  at  Cedar  Grove  Lutheran  Church  in 
Leesville,  one  of  the  historic  parishes  of  South 
Carohna. 

"We  were  very  comfortable,  settled  in,  but 
that's  when  the  Holy  Spirit  calls  you  to  go  out  in 
faith,"  Boggs  says. 

On  to  Montgomery 

This  time  the  call  was  to  start  a  mission 
church  in  Montgomery,  Ala.  Reluctantly,  he 
followed.  While  Mary  took  an  office  job  at 
Pacific  Mills,  Russell  wound  up  as  the  citys  only 
Lutheran  pastor  and  later  as  president  of  the 
city's  Ministerial  Association.  It  was  then  he  met 
a  remarkable  young  Baptist  minister  named 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 

"His  church  was  seven  blocks  from  ours. 
He  had  become  an  international  figure  by  that  time  and  had 
much  charisma.  What  made  him  brilliant  was  his  insistence 
on  non-violence,"  Boggs  recalls.  It  was  King's  belief  in  the 
ways  of  Ghandi  and  Jesus  Christ,  Boggs  says,  that  made  him 
different. 

About  that  time,  Rosa  Parks  had  taken  her  now-famous 
stand  against  segregation  in  the  Montgomery  bus  system. 
Because  of  Boggs'  alliance  with  King  and  others  in  the  black 
community,  there  were  death  threats  and  the  Boggs'  home 
was  ransacked. 

As  leader  of  the  area's  churches,  Boggs  says,  'Tn  situations 
like  that,  you  have  to  keep  a  level  head." 

The  Montgomery  experience  was  not  the  Boggs'  first 
encounter  with  racism.  Back  in  Columbia,  Mary  had  taken 
an  office  job  and  used  a  city  bus  to  get  to  work.  Not  being 
used  to  public  transportation,  she  unwittingly  sat  in  the 
Negro  section  of  the  bus.  Soon  afterward,  a  young  black 
man  boarded  and  sat  in  the  white  section.  The  encounter 
that  followed  left  the  man  evicted  from  the  bus  and  Mary 
standing  up  for  him.  She  was  observed  by  a  co-worker,  who 
told  Mary's  boss  what  had  happened. 

The  incident  led  to  her  formal  reprimand  at  work  and  it's 
an  injustice  that  still  brings  tears  to  her  eyes  40  years  later  as 
do  the  memories  of  what  segregation  was  like. 

"Those  were  the  days  when  racial  minorities  had  little 
access  to  public  accommodations  such  as  hotels  or 
restaurants.  In  Montgomery,  we  were  friends  with  a  black 
pastor.  Nelson  Trout,  who  later  became  Lutheran  Bishop 
of  California.  When  they  were  first 
traveling  to  California, 
I  remember  them  being  concerned 
about  having  to  sleep  in  their  car,  camp 
along  the  road  or  stay  with  someone 
they  knew  along  the  way." 

It  was  times  like  these  that  the  Boggs' 
faith  was  put  to  the  test. 

"To  us,  being  a  Christian  wasn't 
something  you  flaunted,"  Pastor  Boggs 
says.  "It  meant  standing  up  for  what  Russell  and  Mary  as  s 
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The  Boggs  at  their  Claremont  home 


you  beheved  in  and  expressing  dignity  for  all  people." 

By  1957,  Boggs  had  finally  given  in  to  his  lifelong  wish  to 
serve  in  the  military.  He  enlisted  and  was  assigned  as 
chaplain  at  Ft.  Benning,  beginning  a  career  that  would  take 
him  as  far  as  Germany  and  eventually,  Vietnam. 

"There,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  place,  I  felt 
desperately  needed,"  he  says  of  Vietnam.  His  service  near 
Hue  showed  him  that  without  question,  his  Hfe  had 
purpose.  Airlifted  by  helicopter  to  the  front  lines,  he  would 
spend  about  a  half  hour  or  so  talking  with  the  troops, 
listening  to  their  concerns  and  conducted  services. 

"I  ministered  to  people  as  I  found  them,"  explains  Boggs, 
"and  I'm  grateful  the  Lord  was  with  me.  At  times  I  rode  into 
enemy  territory  unprotected,  with  no  escort." 

One  of  Boggs'  most  memorable  events  in  Southeast  Asia 
was  convincing  a  village  chief  to  spare  the  life  of  a  juvenile 
thief,  who,  along  with  the  entire  village,  was  later  converted 
to  Christianity.  Boggs,  the  first  Lutheran  chaplain  to  serve  in 
Vietnam,  assisted  with  the  baptisms. 

One  of  his  major  contributions  in  the  military,  he  says, 
was  organizing  the  first-ever  Bible  Congress  for  Army 
personnel  in  Germany  and  "Carols  by  Candlelight,"  a 
Christmas  program  he  initiated  wherever  he  served. 
Building  on  an  idea  he  had  read  about,  he  first  introduced 
a  live  nativity  and  candlelight  service  while  serving  in 
Germany  in  I960,  conducted  on  a  baseball  field  in  eight 
inches  of  snow.  Such  services,  he  says,  became  the  hallmark 
of  every  place  he  served. 

Part  of  his  military  career  was 
learning  about  international  diplomacy. 
Sadly,  he  witnessed  shipments  of  U.S. 
grain  and  other  foodstuffs  rotting  at 
foreign  docks  from  lack  of  a  local 
distribution  system. 

"In  Vietnam,  I  kept  questioning 
policies  of  why  they  would  let  grain  sit 
in  the  harbor  and  not  get  to  the  people 
until  I  was  told  to  say  no  more."

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He  shakes  his  head.  "If  we  had  understood  the  Vietnamese 
culture  better,  employed  more  anthropologists,  we  could 
have  fared  far  better,"  he  says. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  Boggs'  military  career,  however, 
occurred  stateside  while  he  was  base  chaplain  at  Ft.  Riley. 
He  was  asked  to  preside  at  reinterment  services  for 
Eisenhowers  young  son,  Icky  who  had  died  of  scarlet  fever 
45  years  before.  The  service 
occurred  at  the  completion 
of  the  Eisenhower  Chapel 
and  Library  in  Abilene,  and 
was  conducted  by  Boggs  and 
the  Rev.  John  Kellison,  a 
Presbyterian  minister. 

After  a  brief  conference 
with  Eisenhower,  Boggs  said  of  the  former  general,  "He  was 
kind,  gracious  and  humble  —  a  real  prince  of  a  man." 

Boggs'  mission  was  far  from  over,  though,  when  he 
retired  in  1977.  Immediately,  he  was  assigned  as  chaplain  at 
The  Citadel,  where  he  served  as  confidant  to  Gen.  Mark 
Clark,  then  president  emeritus  of  the  military  college. 

In  Charleston,  Boggs  and  his  wife  enjoyed  the  genteel  life. 
He  became  a  member  of  the  Symphony  Board;  she  began 
work  on  her  family  memoirs. 

At  age  57,  Boggs  experienced  yet  another  change  himself 
when  he  accepted  Newberry  Colleges  offer  to  serve  as 
director  of  church  relations  and  planned  giving. 

"At  that  point,  I  had  hoped  for  inner-city  work  where  I 
thought  I  could  best  use  my  talents."  God,  again,  had  other 
plans.  He  eventually  began  serving  as  a  supply  minister  at 
Holly  Hill  near  the  Santee  River.  As  things  turned  out, 
Boggs  was  spending  more  and  more  time  there  among  the 
rural  poor. 

Then  one  day,  one  of  the  mission  leaders  asked  him 
pointedly,  "Do  you  just  want  to  watch  us  grow  or  be  a  part 
of  it?"  Boggs  and  his  wife  accepted  the  challenge  for  $1  a 
year  plus  living  quarters. 

A  few  months  later  came  Hurricane  Hugo.  The  couple 
and  others  worked  night  and  day  for  most  of  18  months  in 
the  storm's  wake,  using  their  home  as  a  command  center 
and  "diner"  for  the  many  volunteers  who  came  to  help  from 
around  the  country. 

"It  was  most  exhausting  physically  and  mentally,"  Boggs 
said.  Because  no  ELCA  funds  were  available  to  set  up  Hope 
Mission,  the  hurricane's  destruction  made  matters 
desperate.  But  then,  a  family  from  Ashland,  Ohio  happened 
by  the  mission  and  went  home  to  ponder  what  he'd  seen  of 
the  Holly  Hill  project. 

One  of  Mary's  most  memorable  phone  calls  came  one 
afternoon  when  an  Ohio  caller  claimed  he  was  sending  the 
mission  $30,000. 

"When  Mary  told  me,  I  thought  she  had  heard  him  wrong. 
It  had  to  be  $3,000."  In  fact,  $30,000  proved  to  be  correct.

"It  was  one  of  the  best  examples  in  all  of  my  ministry  of 
how  God  opened  doors,"  Boggs  says.  "This  man  just 
happened  to  hear  about  the  work  we  were  doing,"  Boggs 
says. 

Since  his  "retirement"  to  Claremont  three  years  ago, 
Boggs  remains  active  in  community  and  church  affairs. 
He  is  an  officer  in  the  Hickory  Community  Concert 
Association  and  serves  on  the  L-R  Alumni  Association 
Board  of  Directors  and  Planned  Giving  Council.  He's  also 
on  the  Western  Piedmont  Sister  Cities  Association 
Committee,  leading  efforts  to  bring  a  German  exhibit  about 

Martin  Luther  here  this  fall. 
As  always,  Boggs  thinks 
and  dreams  big. 

"It  will  be  a  grand 
opening,  too,  wath 
pageantry,  a  brass  ensemble 
and  an  organ  concert  at 
St.  Stephens  Lutheran 
Church-Mo.  Synod,  but  we  want  everyone  to  take  part. 
This  will  be  an  inclusive  event  for  the  whole  region." 
From  the  days  of  serving  as  a  local  pastor  to  being 
embroiled  in  the  civil  rights  movement  to  Command 
Chaplain  of  the  U.S.  Army  Europe  and  NATO,  Boggs  says 
he  has  never  given  up  on  the  possibilities  God  continues 
to  reveal. 

"God  has  made  opportunities,  and  in  every  case  I've  felt

The  Rev.  Dr.  Paul  Weber  and  his  wife,  Florence  Jowers, 
have  joined  the  Music  Department  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
as  the  college  launches  its  sacred  music  program,  a 
rare  offering  for  undergraduates. 

"The  scarcity  of  qualified  church  musicians  is  acute," 
says  Ray  McNeely,  chairman  of  the  Music  Department. 
"L-R  is  taking  a  bold  step  to  implement  such  a  program  of 
sacred  music  to  impact  local,  synodical  and  regional  areas  of 
the  church.  This  is  a  long-held  vision  and  is  very  exciting 
for  Lenoir-Rhyne." 

The  program,  which  may  eventually  lead  to  a  major  in 
sacred  music,  offers  intensive  study  in  sacred  music 
literature  and  performance.  Additional  classes  will  be 
offered  in  the  evening  hours  to  give  practicing  church 
musicians  a  chance  to  refine  their  technique  and  repertoire. 

"This  is  a  fantastic  opportunity  to  serve  the  church 
though  education,"  Weber  says.  "Very  few  Lutheran 
colleges  offer  such  courses."  The  sacred  music  program,  and 
their  appointments  to  the  Music  Department,  are  made 
possible  through  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund  of  the  N.C.  Synod 
of  the  ELCA. 

Both  Weber  and  Jowers  are  assistant  professors  of  music, 
with  Jowers  assuming  additional  duties  as  college  organist.

Professors 
launch 

sacred  music 
program 


This  appointment  isn't  exactly  the  first  time 
they've  worked  together.  They  have  served  as 
adjunct  professors  at  Thiel,  another  ELCA 
college,  in  Greenville,  Pa. 

"Of  course,  we  were  glad  to  be  called  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne  because  it  is  a  church-related 
college,"  Jowers  points  out.  Weber  is  an 
ordained  ELCA  pastor  and  most  recently 
pastored  in  Hermitage,  Pa,  where  Jowers  was 
involved  with  a  community  youth  chorus. 
The  couple  met  at  Yale  School  of  Music 
where  she  was  studying  organ  and  he, 
composition.  Jowers,  a  renowned  concert 
organist  in  her  own  right,  is  a  native  of 
Central  Florida,  where  she  "fell  into"  a 
position  as  church  organist  for  her  father's 
of  the  Presbyterian  congregation.  She  later  majored 

in  music  and  studied  in  Vienna.  After  earning 
a  master's  at  Yale,  she  began  performing 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Europe. 
Recently,  she  appeared  at  the  Piccolo  Spoleto  Festival  in 
Charleston  and  on  National  Public  Radio's  "Pipedreams." 

Her  interest  in  children's  choirs  will  be  evident  at  L-R 
when  she  recruits  members  for  a  Lenoir-Rhyne  Youth 
Chorus  later  this  year.  The  focus  will  be  children  ages  9-13. 

Weber  has  already  formed  a  Chapel  Choir  made  up  of 
faculty,  staff  and  students  who  wish  to  enhance  the 
Wednesday  morning  chapel  hour. 

Weber's  musical  ministry  began,  he  says,  as  a  member  of 
the  Concordia  College  Choir  in  Bronxville,  N.Y.,  which  he 
describes  as  a  "spiritual  experience."  He  later  tried  his  hand 
at  writing.  Now,  25  years  and  about  60  compositions  later, 
Weber  sees  his  craft  as  setting  text  to  music. 

"I  usually  start  with  the  text  and  give  it  musical 
expression,"  he  explains.  "I  have  to  remember  —  is  this 
piece  to  be  used  primarily  for  the  organ,  one  voice  or 
congregational  singing?"  Each  requires  a  special  approach. 

Weber,  who  has  had  his  works  published  by  Augsburg 
Fortress  and  Concordia  Publishing  Houses,  has  a  new 
composition  this  year  in  the  United  Church  of  Canada 
hymnal.  He  is  now  composing  a  piece  for  the  L-R 
Christmas  program. 
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enoir-Rhyne  Alumni  have  a 
"new"  location,  but  many 
'  professors,  staff  members 
and  alumni  have  already  called  it 
home. 

The  house,  located  a  half  block 
behind  St.  Andrews  Lutheran  Church, 
was  purchased  earlier  this  year  by  the 
college  from  Dr.  Coke  Gunter  and 
wife,  Susanne,  former  director  of  the 
L-R  Career  Center.  Since  June,  the 
large  frame  structure  has  housed  the 
Office  of  Alumni  &  Parent  Relations 
as  well  as  quarters  for  Planned  Giving 
and  Church  Relations  and  the  office  of 
Jeff  Norris  '50,  administrative  assistant 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

"Its  a  very  functional  house  for  us 
and  will  allow  us  to  do  a  lot  of  things 
for  alumni  that  we  haven't  done 
before,"  said  John  Huss  '74,  director  of 
alumni  &  parent  relations.  "It  gives  us 
more  space  for  entertaining  and  for 
meetings,  and  the  house  also  preserves 
the  traditional  feel  we  enjoyed  at  our 
former  location."  The  former  Alumni 
House,  a  Craftsman-style  bungalow  on 
8th  Street  N.E.,  is  to  be  razed  to  make 
way  for  a  street  project. 

Already  the  new  Alumni  House  has 
been  the  site  of  the  summer  retreat  of 
the  Alumni  Association  Board  of 
Directors  and  a  cookout  for  leaders  of 
Prologue,  the  student  orientation 
program.  Eventually,  an  apartment  in 
the  basement  will  be  used  for  visiting 
alumni  and  parents,  Huss  said. 

The  Queen  Anne  style  structure  is 
believed  to  have  been  built  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  Henry  Cline,  younger 
brother  of  the  Rev.  William  P  Cline, 
one  of  L-R's  four  founders.  At  the 
time,  Seventh  Street  N.E.  was  named 
"Hope  Avenue"  and  the  William 
Clines  lived  across  the  street. 
(Their  home,  most  recently  used 
by  Youtheatre,  was  moved  across 
campus  last  year  and  renovated  by 
Theta  Chi  fraternity.) 

Land  records  indicate  the  house 
was  built  about  1905,  beginning 
with  a  lot  valued  at  $250.  According 
to  local  historian  Albert  Keiser  of 
Hickory,  Robert  Cline  served 
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Lutheran  congregations  outside 
Hickory  most  of  the  time  he  owned  the 

house  so  it  was 
undoubtedly  a 
rental  property. 
During  this 
time,  the 
Ruburtus  Rhyne 
family  resided 
in  the  home, 
followed  by 
the  Harlan 
Creech  family. 
Creech  was  a 
bookkeeper  for  L-R  and  also  taught 
business  courses  at  the  college. 

Elaine  Maness  Eritz  of  Hickory  says 
that  Dr.  R.L.  Eritz,  second  president  of 
L-R,  once  lived  in  the  house  and  that 
his  son,  Bill,  was  born  there  years 
before  Elaine,  his  future  wife,  moved 
to  the  house  with  her  parents,  James 
Maness  and  wife,  Gaye.  In  fact,  one  of 
the  trees  her  father  planted  remains  on 
the  property  —  the  large  magnolia  out 
front. 

Maness,  who  owned  the  house  from 
1938  to  1966,  was  manager  of  the 
Singer  Sewing  Machine  franchise  in 
Hickory  and  his  wife,  Gaye,  a  sewing 
instructor,  later  owned  a  children's

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shop.  Shortly  after  moving  into  the 
house  in  1938,  the  home  was  the  site 
of  the  wedding  receptions  of  Elaine 
and  Dr.  Bill  Fritz  and  later  during  the 
war  years,  for  her  sister,  Rachel,  who 
married  Dr.  Thomas  Williams.  Both 
sons-in-law  once  served  as  physicians 
for  the  college. 

Elaine  Eritz  says  Dean  Everett 
Sox  '26  approached  her  mother  about 
taking  on  college  students  as  boarders 
in  the  basement  apartment  and  in  the 
second  floor  rooms.  Everett  T.  Gibson 
and  his  wife,  Doris,  lived  in  the  house 
in  the  late  '40s,  followed  by  many 
others  including  George  Kahl  '50,  Jack 
and  Hugh  Ketner  '42,  Allan  La  Torre 
'59  and  wife  Caroline  '58,  Erances 
Li  taker  Boyd  '59  and  Ed  Byrd  '69. 

"Mother  always  said  the  male 
students  were  easier  to  deal  with," 
Eritz  says,  so  most  of  the  residents 
were  men. 

But  the  roomers  weren't  students 
alone.  Ralph  Lyerly,  an  English 
professor,  lived  there  from  1951-52. 
Later,  Dr.  Russ  Benton,  current  L-R 
professor  of  history,  lived  in  what  was 
then  the  second-floor  apartment. 

"The  Manesses  were  a  gracious 
couple  and  I  enjoyed  living  there  very 
much,  especially  since  it  was  so 
convenient  to  campus,"  says  Benton. 
He  says  like  many  former  residents,  he 
had  not  been  inside  the  home  until 
this  past  summer.  "I  see  that  my 
former  living  room  is  now  Clarence 
Pugh's  office  and  my  former  kitchen  is 
the  office  for  Jeff  Norris,"  Benton 
laughs,  but  adds  that  much 
refurbishing  has  been  done  to  the 
house  since  he  knew  it. 

Tom  Guthrie  '62,  vice  president  of 
Shuford  Mills,  and  his  wife,  Anne 
Suggs  Guthrie  '62,  owned  the  home  in 
the  1960s  and  eventually  transferred  it 
to  his  parents  in  1978.  They  sold  it 
three  years  later. 

The  Gunters  did  extensive 
renovations  to  the  home,  including 
the  addition  of  two  raised  decks,  a 
greenhouse,  brick  patio  and  driveway, 
expansion  of  an  eat-in  kitchen  and 
overall  refurbishing.

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In  the  heart  of  NASCAR  country, 
L-R  professors,  alumni  move

If  its  a  NASCAR  year,  Hickory s  got  to 
be  the  hub,  or  is  that  the  hubcap? 
No  matter.  With  King  Richard  Petty 
running  for  N.C.  Secretary  of  State, 
Hickory  bidding  visitors  welcome  with 
signs  boasting  it's  the  home  of  driver 
Dale  Jarrett  and  the  Hickory  Motor 
Speedway  celebrating  its  46th  year,  its 
full  speed  ahead  for  racing  fans. 

But  where  does  Lenoir-Rhyne  fit  in 
the  equation?  Slowly  over  the  years,  a 
handful  of  L-R  grads  have  made  their 
way  into  NASCAR  in  areas  such  as 
promotions,  licensing,  public  relations 
and  even  racing. 

As  one  of  the  first  colleges  in  the  area 
to  offer  a  sports  management  major,  L-R 
seemed  a  natural  fit  for  the  growing 
marketing  giant  NASCAR  created  in  the 
1940s  by  Bill  France  Sr.  This  fall.  Dr. 
Dale  King,  Jefferson-Pilot  Professor  of 

Business,  will 
teach  a  sports 
marketing 
class,  a  first  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne. 
A  NASCAR 
fan  herself, 
King  and 
husband,  Dr. 
Wayne  King, 
also  professor 
of  business, 
make  a  point  to 
attend  at  least  a 
handful  of 
Winston  Cup

races  a  year.  But  now  the  excitement  is 
less  from  the  engines  roaring  and  more 
from  the  cash  registers  ringing. 

"Even  though  at  one  point  in  my  life 
I  had  a  '67  Nova  SS  just  because  of 
racing,  my  appreciation  for  NASCAR 
has  changed.  This  is  a  major  business 
for  all  types  of  merchandise,"  says  King. 
"Now  everyone  from  Hayes  modems  to 
Prodigy  (on-line  service)  is  on  the 
bandwagon  of  sponsorship." 

While  NASCAR  fans  cheer  as  The 
Dales  (Earnhardt  and  Jarrett)  battle  it 
out  on  the  track,  what  many  fans  don't 
realize  is  that  literally  thousands  of 
people  have  worked  behind  the  scenes 
to  make  it  happen.  Among  them  are 
many  marketers,  promoters,  sales  crews 
and  press  crews. 

"With  some  35  to  40  drivers  at  every 
race  and  their  crews  and  support  staff, 
there's  at  least  3,000  people  that  travel 
with  them  that  are  just  as  important  to 
the  sport,"  says  Eddy  Hickman  '86, 
Goody's  manager  of  special  events. 
"It's  like  a  small  city  moving  every  week. 
Once  you're  in  it,  you  see  these  people 
week  in  and  week  out,  like  a  family" 

Win  on  Sunday,  sell  on  Monday' 

So  goes  the  saying  automakers  have 
known  for  decades.  While  it  is  a  big 
business,  it's  also  a  cost-wise  business. 
Forget  the  Nike  and  Reebock  tie-ins  in 
the  NBA,  NASCAR  fans  are  the  most 
brand-loyal  fans  around.  Market 
research  finds  that  71  percent  of 


NASCAR  fans 
are  brand- 
loyal  to 
NASCAR  tie- 
in  products. 
The  next 
highest  brand- 
loyal  sport  is 
tennis  with  52 
percent,  followed 
l3y  golf  at  47 
percent.  The  NBA 
and  Major  League 
Baseball  are  38 
percent,  followed 
by  36  percent  for 
the  NFL. 

What  does  it  all  mean?  It  means  that 
fans  are  more  likely  to  take  their  loyalty 
to  the  bank  by  buying  Tide,  shopping 
Food  Lion  and  drinking  Pepsi,  all 
sponsors  of  NASCAR. 

While  it  costs  about  $5  million  to 
field  a  Winston  Cup  team,  the  highest 
division  in  NASCAR-sanctioned 
motorsports,  a  team  sponsor  gets 
literally  thousands  of  exposures  during 
every  race.  With  33  races  scheduled  on 
the  circuit  this  year  alone,  sponsors  get 
more  bang  for  the  buck  than  they 
would  simply  shelling  out  $900,000  to 
purchase  one  30-second  commercial 
during  the  Super  Bowl! 

"This  is  such  a  new  area  of 
marketing,  and  by  creating  this  course, 
we  hope  to  give  our  graduates  a  leg  up 
on  others  in  the  field,"  says  King. 
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Among  NASCAR's  new  marketers  are 
a  number  of  L-R  alumni.  One  example 
is  Bart  Schad  '90,  manager  of  after- 
market  for  NASCAR  Licensing  in 
Huntersville,  N.C. 

In  his  present  position,  Schad  is 
negotiating  with  auto  parts 
manufacturers  to  buy  into  the  NASCAR 
name,  either  branded  or  co-branded.  By 
buying  into  that  agreement,  manufac- 
turers get  the  exposure  and  credibility

"The  majority  of  my  time  is  spent 
researching  companies  we  would  want 
to  partner  up  with,"  says  Schad.  "We 
wouldn't  want  to  slap  our  name  on  just 
anything.  We're  looking  at  the  top 
companies  in  every  market  and  are 
presenting  our  ideas  to  these  manu- 
facturers. They  get  the  credibility  our 
name  means  to  customers  and  we're 
involved  from  product  approvals  to 
every  ad  they  run.  Other  sports  have 
done  this  for  a  long  time.  As  far  as  the 
NBA,  for  example,  the  highest  selling 
basketball  is  the  licensed  basketball, 
same  with  football.  NASCAR  knows 
more  about  the  automobile  than 
anybody  else." 

Before  taking  this  position,  Schad  was 
NASCAR  licensing  coordinator  for 


nontraditional 
markets.  This 
included  the 
development  of 
the  upscale  mall 
store  NASCAR 
Thunder,  similar 
to  Disney  Stores, 
which  already  has 
two  locations 
open. 

Since  NASCAR  began  the  non- 
traditional  markets  in  1991,  the 
business  has  grown  into  almost  a 
billion-doUar-a-year  business! 

Marketing  at  160  mph 

Three  L-R  alumni  work  at  Sports 
Marketing  Enterprises,  the  marketing 
arm  of  R.J.  Reynolds  Tobacco's  NASCAR 
sponsorship.  Rick  Humphrey  '90  is 
assistant  manager  of  media  relations, 
Mark  Clodfelter  '94  is  assistant  manager 
of  the  Winston  Racing  Series,  both  of 
Winston-Salem,  while  Joel  Pruett  '93  of 
Lexington  is  a  field  representative.  For 
all  three,  the  objective  remains  the  same 
to  market  their  product,  Winston  and 
Camel  cigarettes,  to  race  fans  who 
smoke. 

Humphrey's  job  is  to  help  oversee 
Winston's  involvement  with  NASCAR 
and  promote  it 
through  the 
media.  His  job 
takes  him  all  over 
the  country  as  he 
oversees  the 
press' 

involvement  in 
the  Winston  Cup, 
Winston  Drag 
Racing  and  all 
Smokin'Joe 
properties.  He

Clodfelter  is  an  assistant  manager  of 
the  NASCAR  Winston  Racing  Series, 
which  includes  200  tracks  in  39  states 
including  the  Hickory  Motor  Speedway.

National  Champion  is  crowned  from 
the  10  regional  champions.  As  racing's 
major  sponsor,  RJ.  Reynolds,  provides 
the  purse  for  racing  incentives  including 
the  short-tracks,  Winston  Cup,  drag 
racing  and  speed  boat  racing. 

Pruett  takes  a  racing  simulator 
around  to  retail  stores  nationwide  to  let 
customers  "feel"  what  it's  like  to  race. 

For  each  of  the  SME  employees,  the 
common  ground  is  long  hours  and  lots 
of  travel.  "It's  definitely  a  different 
lifestyle,"  says  Clodfelter.  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  are  the  busiest. 

As  NASCAR's  largest  sponsor,  RJ. 
Reynolds  has  come  under  fire  for  its 
tie-ins  and  promotions.  "You  have  to  be 
extra  careful  to  follow  the  letter  of  the 
law.  Before  I  came  to  SME,  I  worked  for 
McDonald's  racing  and  there  we  catered 
to  kids.  This  is  different,"  says 
Humphrey. 

But  they  all  say  that  once  racing  gets 
in  your  blood,  it's  there  to  stay. 

Clodfelter,  an  avid  golfer,  says  he 
didn't  follow  racing  until  coming  to 
SME.  Now,  he  says,  "If  you  haven't  been 
to  a  race,  if  you  go,  you'll  be  a  fan  for 
life."  Humphrey,  who  grew  up  a  racing 
fan,  says, 
"I'm  doing 
something  I 
enjoy  and  it's 
not  a  job  that 
you  wake  up  in 
the  morning 
and  say,  'I  don't 
want  to  go  to 
work.'  This  is 
great  for  me 
now."

r^^J  enior  Jason  Herman  is  a  lot 
l^^j  like  any  college  student.  He 
^^^J  holds  down  a  job,  works  hard 
in  the  classroom  and  is  a  member  of  a 
fraternity. 

What  makes  him  truly  stand  out 
from  the  crowd  is  how  he  spends  his 
Friday  and  Saturday  nights.  He's 
behind  the  wheel  of  a  race  car. 

Herman,  21,  races  in  the  Limited 
Sportsman  Division  at  Hickory  Motor 
Speedway  and  at  Tri-County  Motor 
Speedway  in  Hudson.  But  on  campus, 
the  history  major  is  setting  his  sights 
on  what  to  do  after  graduation  next 
May

This  is  his  second  year  in  NASCAR 
sanctioned  races  and  he  hopes  to 
move  up  to  the  Late  Model  Stock 
Division  next  year.  Already,  he's  built 
up  quite  a  record,  and  was  fifth  in  the 
divisional  points  race  at  presstime.  He 
won  two  races  and  two  poles  last  year. 

"From  the  time  1  was  a  little  kid, 
racing  in  the  Winston  Cup  circuit  was 
my  goal,"  says  Herman.  "But  right 
now,  I'm  setting  realistic  goals.  If  it 
works  out  that  I  can  race  on  the  Busch 
Grand  National  circuit,  I'll  be  happy.  I 
want  to  continue  on  in  grad  school  - 
or  maybe  even  law  school  -  if  racing 
doesn't  work  out." 


Already,  Herman  has  all  the 
trappings  of  the  professional  drivers 
—  t-shirts  and  ball  caps  emblazoned 
with  his  name  and  logo,  young 
autograph  hounds  following  him  and 
a  professional-looking  trailer  to  haul 
his  car.  He  hopes  to  purchase  a  second 
car  next  year. 

He's  learned  a  valuable  lesson. 
"Fven  at  this  level,  public  perception 
is  half  the  game,"  he  says. 

His  Theta  Chi  brothers  —  many 
new  to  NASCAR  —  form  his  cheering 
section.  Even  some  L-R  faculty  and 
staff  have  turned  out  to  watch  him 
burn  up  the  track. 
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"The  first  race  this  season 
everybody  from  the  fraternity  went  to 
cheer  him  on,"  says  J. C.  Epting  '65, 
Theta  Chi  adviser.  "They  even 
recognized  us  on  the  PA.  system.  I  had 
never  been  to  a  race  until  I  went  last 
year  to  cheer  him  on.  Knowing  how 
hard  he's  worked  on  racing,  it  makes 
us  appreciate  it  more  than  if  we  were 
just  going  to  the  race." 

fierman  knows  it  will  take  dogged 
determination  and  some  measure  of 
luck  to  make  his  dreams  pan  out.  Now 
he  spends  an  average  of  25  to  30  hours 
a  week,  getting  his  #21  car,  a  custom 
built  Chevy  Camaro  IROC,  ready  to 
race. 

"I  don't  claim  to  be  the  best 
mechanic,  but  I've  got  two  guys  on  my 
team  that  are  really  knowledgeable," 
he  says.  "I  think  it  helps  me  be  a  more 
successful  driver  to  know  how  things 
work." 

Herman  already  knows  how  things 
work  in  the  sponsorship  arena. 
Fielding  a  car  even  in  the  Winston 
Racing  Series  can  cost  about  $15,000  a 
year,  so  drivers  try  to  get  sponsors  to

help  offset  the  burden.  By  seeking 
sponsors  and  working  with  them, 
Herman  has  gained  valuable 
interpersonal  skills  and  salesmanship. 

"It's  pretty  tough  to  get  people  to 
give  you  money.  My  proposal  had  all 
my  accomplishments  on  the  track  as 
well  as  in  college,"  he  says.  "But  I've 
found  that  everybody  wants  to  help 
somebody  who's  got  a  lot  going  for 
them.  There's  not  a  lot  of  college  kids

racing  on  the  weekends  and  that 
distinguishes  me  from  other  drivers." 

He  must  keep  in  mind  that  he 
represents  his  sponsoring  companies. 
Every  week  he  writes  them  a  letter  to 
let  them  know  where  he  qualified  and 
how  he  did. 

"You  have  to  go  about  it  in  a 
business  way  in  order  to  be  taken 
seriously,"  Herman  believes. 

Before  driving  in  the  NASCAR 
division,  Herman  raced  go-carts  for 
three  years,  against  childhood  friend 
Jason  Jarrett,  son  of  Dale  and  grandson 
of  Ned.  In  fact,  it  was  Jarrett,  a  former 
L-R  student,  who  inspired  Herman  to 
act  on  his  dream.  Jarrett  is  now  racing 
in  the  Late  Model  Stock  division  in  the 
Winston  Racing  Series. 

Herman's  shop  in  Conover  is  just 
down  the  road  from  Jason  Jarrett's 
shop,  and  Dale  Jarrett's  Busch  series 
shop.  Herman  knows  he  can  call  on 
the  Jarretts  when  he  has  a  problem  he 
can't  solve. 

Does  he  ever  think  about  getting 
seriously  injured? 

"I  guess  it's  pretty  dangerous,  but  I 
feel  pretty  secure,"  says  Herman. 
"That's  really  the  farthest  thing  from 
my  mind.  There  are  so  many  things 
that  you  have  to  be  mentally  prepared 
for.  That's  the  key."

Eddy  Hickman  was  destined  for  the  job  he's  doing. 
The  1986  alumnus  is  manager  of  special  events 
for  Goodys  Pharmaceuticals,  manufacturer  of 
Goody's  Headache  Powder,  the  official  pain  reliever  of 
NASCAR.  It's  not  that  Hickman  was  born  to  market  pain 
relievers  so  much  as  he  was  bom  to  work  in  marketing 
NASCAR-style. 

A  business  administration  major  at  L-R,  Hickman  has 
racing  in  his  blood.  His  father,  Herman  Hickman,  was 
motorsports  writer  for  The  Concord  Tribune  and 
The  Winston-Salem  Journal  and  then  became  public 
relations  director  for  N.C.  Motor  Speedway  in  Rockingham 
when  he  retired. 

Living  in  Rockingham  most  of  his  childhood,  Eddy 
literally  grew  up  with  some  of  today's  drivers.  One  of  his 
childhood  friends  was  the  late  driver  Davey  Allison  and 
another  was  Kyle  Petty,  although  he  was  a  bit  older  than 
Eddy.  It  wasn't  anything  unusual,  really,  for  racing  legends 
Buddy  Baker  and  Benny  Parsons  to  come  by  his  house  for  a 
visit  or  even  supper. 

Unlike  his  friends,  Hickman  pursued  the  behind-the- 
scenes  work  that  has  made  NASCAR  America's  fastest 
growing  sport.  Hickman  brings  to  NASCAR  marketing  not 
only  a  love  for  the  sport,  but  savvy  business  sense. 

"With  NASCAR,  the  fans  are  so  loyal  that  marketing 
your  product  is  a  wise  move.  Research  shows  that  71 
percent  of  fans  are  loyal  to  products  marketed  through 
racing,"  he  says.  "That's  nearly  double  the  rate  of  football 
and  all  other  professional  sports. 
NASCAR  is  a  brand-driven  sport." 

That's  an  understatement.  From  the 
inside  out,  logos  cover  nearly  every 
inch  of  the  racers'  cars,  drivers'  suits, 
helmets  and  hats.  Not  to  mention  the 
billboards  along  the  raceway,  the  items 
sold  in  souvenir  trailers  in  the  parking 
lots  and  promotional  giveaways  at  every 
race.  It's  a  promoter's  smorgasbord 
nearly  every  weekend  from  February  to 
November. 

At  Goody's,  Hickman  directs  the 
marketing  efforts  for  racing  which 
includes  public  relations,  hospitality 
suites,  races  underwritten  by  Goody's, 
the  NASCAR  Goody's  Dash  Series, 
special  promotions  such  as  the  Goody's 
Headache  Award  and  sampling  Goody's 
products  at  the  races. 

Unlike  some  other  companies,

Goody's  doesn't  sponsor  a  particular  driver  or  team.  "We 
decided  to  support  the  sport,  not  just  one  driver,"  Hickman 
explains.  "This  way,  we  can  get  the  loyalty  of  all  drivers  and 
their  fans." 

Company  policy  forbids  Hickman  to  disclose  the 
amount  of  money  Goody's  spends  to  court  racing  fans,  but 
he  says,  "We  spend  a  lot  of  money.  Goody's  is  a  regional 
brand,  and  racing  is  probably  the  hottest  sport  in  the 
country  right  now  so  this  has  been  a  good  investment." 
Goody's  longtime  spokesman  is  the  King  of  Racing  Richard 
Petty,  so  name  recognition  is  a  given. 

Hickman  and  others  who  work  in  racing  promotions 
bristle  at  the  "redneck"  stereotype.  In  fact,  demographically 
speaking,  racing  is  a  wealthy  sport.  Sixty-two  percent  of  its 
fans  have  an  annual  household  income  of  $30,000  or  more, 
and  38  percent  attended  college. 

The  traditionally  Southern  sport  has  attracted  a  great 
deal  of  national  attention  as  well.  In  recent  years,  racing's 
been  covered  in  such  publications  as  Wall  Street  Journal, 
Forbes,  USA  Today  and  TV  Guide. 

"It's  not  a  good  ol'  boy  redneck  sport  anymore,"  says 
Hickman.  "It's  big  business.  NASCAR  will  continue  to 
grow,  whereas,  other  national  sports  such  as  baseball  seem 
to  have  peaked." 

On  a  baseball  and  football  scholarship  at  L-R,  Hickman 
attended  a  few  races  during  his  collegiate  days,  but 
concentrated  instead  on  his  marketing. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  certainly  gave  me  a  good  foundation  for 
the  marketing  1  do  every  day,"  Hickman  says.  "I  also  think 
the  family  atmosphere  L-R  fosters  set  some  good  values 
for  me  to  try  to  follow  throughout  my  career.  It  was  a 

continuation  of  the  values  I  grew  up 
with." 

Lenoir-Rhyne  also  led  to  another  big 
commitment  in  his  life,  his  marriage. 
Married  to  the  former  Beth  Loadholdt 
'87,  Eddy  struggles  to  keep  a  balance 
between  work  and  career.  Beth  is  now 
enrolled  in  the  master's  program  at 
University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Greensboro  and  hopes  to  teach  at  the 
college  level. 

"Racing  in  a  big  sense  is  a  lifestyle 
and  that's  the  tough  part.  How  do  you 
balance  your  life  with  the  racing 
schedule?"  he  says.  "When  I  talk  to 
people,  they  say,  'I'd  love  to  have  your 
job.'  But  you  have  to  understand  you're 
on  the  road  all  the  time.  I  don't  travel  as 
much  as  other  people,  but  1  travel  about 
20  weekends  a  year.  I'm  lucky  because 
Beth  has  the  option  to  travel  with  me 
when  she  can."

Tom  Maxwell  Jr.  70  is  a  case  in 
point.  Now  a  television  writer/ 
producer  in  Hollywood,  Maxwell 
is  at  once  a  long  way  from  and, 
yet,  very  close  to  his  roots. 

"I  knew  from  the  time  I  was  at 
L-R,  television  was  a  way  I  could 
play  to  my  strengths,"  Maxwell 
says.  "I  was  an  average  student, 
an  average  athlete,  but  I  could 
make  a  joke.  In  school,  you're 
told  to  sit  still  and  be  quiet.  But 
with  this  job,  you  get  the  energy 
going  from  doing  the  opposite, 
and  that's  the  really  great  part  — 
getting  paid  to  get  in  there  and 
cut  up."

At  Lenoir- Rhyne,  under  the 
tutelage  of  the  late  Dr.  Robin 
Gatwood,  Maxwell  produced 
Fred  Allen-style  comedy  sketches 
for  WHKY.  Without  those  times 
of  trial  and  error.  Maxwell  says  he 
may  never  have  found  his  calling. 

The  Hickory  native  and  his 
wife,  Nancy,  now  call  the  San 
Fernando  Valley  community  Van 
Nuys  home,  and  he's  now  under 
contract  to  develop  shows  for  Big 
Ticket  Television,  a  subsidiary  of 
(Aaron)  Spelling  Entertainment. 

This  season,  he  and  his  partner 
sold  two  shows,  one  to  CBS  and 
another  to  NBC,  and  wrote  pilot 
episodes,  but  the  shows  weren't 
part  of  the  fall  lineup. 

"Working  in  television  is  a  lot 
like  'The  Larry  Sanders  Show,' "

says  Maxwell.  "There's  a  lot  of 
backstage  intrigue.  It's  a  business 
that  attracts  a  lot  of  different  t)q3es 
of  people."  Despite  the  gUtz  and 
glamour,  it's  still  a  business.  What 
sells  or  what's  popular  governs 
what  goes  on  the  tube,  regardless 
of  the  writing,  direction  or 
concept. 

So  far  his  biggest  accomp- 
lishment is  being  supervising 
producer  for  the  acclaimed  HBO 
comedy  series  Dream  On  for  two 
seasons.  The  comedy  is  now  out 
of  production  and  is  syndicated 
on  Comedy  Central  cable 
network. 

Patn  to  success 

Maxwell  is  just  where  he  wants 
to  be.  After  two  years  at  L-R,  he 
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transferred  to  the  University  of 
North  CaroHna  at  Chapel  Hill  and 
studied  radio,  television  and 
motion  pictures.  After  graduation, 
he  moved  to  New  York  where  he 
worked  at  a  magazine  by  day, 
wrote  jokes  for  comedians  by 
night.  Realizing  he  wanted  more, 
he  went  to  California  on  a  wing 
and  a  prayer. 

"I  was  lucky  to  have  had  the 
support  of  my  family.  But  doing 
that  little  TV  show  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  that  gave  me  the 
confidence  to  do  the  rest," 
Maxwell  reflects.  "You  could  do 
anything  -  old-time  radio  dramas, 
sketches  and  interviews  with 
faculty.  It  was  just  a  great 
experience." 

Looking  back  on  those  days,  he 
recalls  working  at  Synthetics 
Finishing,  rushing  out  at  7  p.m. 
to  interview  a  faculty  member  or 
perform  a  skit,  then  going  back  in 
to  work. 

Dr.  Suzanne  Jeffers,  L-R 
professor  of  English,  remembers 
Maxwell  well. 

"He  always  had  such 
interesting  projects  when  he 
was  a  student.  I  remember 
vividly  doing  that  radio 
program,  'Allen's  Alley'  for 
television  at  WHKY.  He  was 
so  creative  and  funny.  I'm  not 
surprised  he's  successful  in 
Hollywood  as  well." 

Maxwell  enrolled  in  the 
graduate  program  for  cinema 
at  the  University  of  Southern 
California,  and  met  others 
who  shared  his  dream.  On 
the  side,  he  performed  with 
an  improvisational  theater 
company,  the  Groundlings, 
which  gained  a  reputation  for 
producing  talent  like  Second  City 
Company  in  Chicago. 

In  1979,  Maxwell  became 
director  of  the  troupe,  a  position 
he  held  until  1989.  During  his 
stint  there,  he  worked  with  such 
actors  as  Phil  Hartman,  Paul 
Reubens,  a.k.a.  PeeWee  Herman, 
Lisa  Kudrow,  Julia  Sweeney,  Jon 
Lovitz  and  Cassandra  Peterson, 
a.k.a.  Elvira,  Mistress  of  the  Dark. 


"I  always  knew  I  wanted  to 
work  in  television.  I  wasn't  sure 
how  to  get  there,  so  I  did  it  in 
increments,"  he  explains.  "It 
becomes  less  of  a  distant  goal 
when  you  are  with  other  kindred 
spirits." 

With  the  Groundlings, 
Maxwell  discovered  his  forte  was 
working  behind  the  scenes. 

"Being  an  actor  or  performer  is 
just  such  a  difficult  way  to  make  a 
living.  Writing  and  directing  is 
the  way  I  can  make  an  impact," 
he  says. 

Maxwell  'Dreams  On' 

"Working  on  Dream  On,  that 
was  a  great  experience,"  says 
Maxwell.  "We  would  come  up 
with  ideas  for  episodes  and  write 
the  scripts.  My  partner  and  I 
wrote  about  four  scripts  a 
season." 

The  process  is  long,  exhaustive 
and  exhilarating.  "The  whole  staff 
brainstorms  ideas  together.  You 
start  with  a  nugget,  then  beat  the 
story  out  from  there." 

One  episode  Maxwell  and  his 


scene  on  a  greaseboard  and  is 
open  for  challenges.  The 
producers  take  over  from  there. 
The  story  goes  through  two  more 
drafts,  then  the  staff  works 
through  the  script  and  sends  it  to 
the  director,  actors,  studio  and 
network.  Each  of  these  groups  had 
the  opportunity  to  make  revisions 
and  suggestions  for  the  shoot. 

One  of  the  distinctive  features 
about  Dream  On  was  the  film 
clips.  As  a  comedic  device,  the 
main  character  played  by  Brian 
Benben  would  flash  back  to  films 
he  had  seen  while  growing  up. 
These  ran  the  gamut  from  old 
Army  training  films  to  movies  and 
commercials. 

Filming  Dream  On  was  also 
made  more  challenging  because 
the  studio  used  single-camera 
production.  The  technique  costs 
more  because  it  takes  longer  to 
shoot  and  provides  a  more  film- 
like quality  since  there  is  more  of 
a  three-dimensional  feel.  In 
addition,  the  R-rated  scenes  had  to 
be  filmed  twice  to  edit  out  nudity 
and  coarse  language  to  make  it  an

partner  worked  on  involved  the 
protagonist,  Martin,  who  usually 
dates  not-so-bright  women.  This 
time  he  was  seeing  a  woman 
who's  a  member  of  Mensa  and  he's 
the  bimbo.  After  he  discovers 
that's  not  for  him,  he  goes  back  in 
search  of  his  own  bimbo.  Using 
that  brief  scenario,  the  producers 
hash  out  what  jokes  will  be  used 
and  how  the  story  will  progress. 
It's  then  mapped  out  scene  by 


easier  sell  for  syndication. 

Because  of  its  unique  feel  and 
challenges.  Dream  On  was  a 
perfect  avenue  for  Maxwell  to  get 
some  TV  experience. 

"Television  isn't  just  one  person 
making  it  happen,"  says  Maxwell. 
"It's  a  group  effort.  Some  days, 
you're  going  to  be  cold.  Some 
days,  you're  going  to  be  hot.  The 
important  thing  is  go  in  and  give 
it  a  try."

Thompson  Coffey,  Doris  Plaster  Sellari  and  Millie

"To  be  a  success,  you  must  set  firm  goals,  be  focused, 
loyal  and  persistent.  You  have  to  go  the  extra  mile  and 
to  do  your  best  and  keep  negativism  out  of  your  life." 

Gilreath  truly  enjoys  what  she  does.  "I'm  not  a 
quitter,"  she  says.

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Russian-English  production  in  Moscow.  She  has 
advised  L-R  Playmakers,  WLRC,  Amnesty 
International  and  ESL  students,  and  initiated  the 
Woodland  Nations  Pow  Wow  in  1995.  She's  served 
on  the  board  of  the  Catawba  County  Council  for  the 
Arts  and  is  active  in  her  church.  She  holds  an 
honorary  doctorate  from  a  Peruvian  university. 
After  years  of  helping  with  the  Hickory  Noon 

Optimist  Club's  oratorical  contest  for 
youth  and  coaching  two  state  hnalists, 
she  became  the  first  female  Optimist 
in  Western  North  Carolina.  Today,  she 
is  president-elect  of  that  club. 

She  has  sailed  to  distant  shores  and 
soaked  up  the  cultures  around  the 
world  but  doesn't  have  a  favorite 
destination.  Rather,  she  encourages  everyone  around 
her  to  become  well-rounded  students  of  the  world. 
For  her  many  years  of  advocacy  for  women  and 
leadership  in  education,  we  salute  Marion  Love,  an 
outstanding  faculty  member  —  and  another  great 
reason  to  support  the  L-R  Annual  Lund.
